2. The references cited on the International Search Report do not anticipate or 
render obvious the claimed subject matter because none discloses the required g' V i S .avg. 
property. Furthermore, it appears from applicants' specification that specific 
polymerization conditions are necessary for obtaining said property. Given the 
differences in polymerization methods reported in the references, and the general lack 
of teaching which would reasonably instruct the ordinary skilled worker in obtaining a 
copolymer within the claimed scope, no sufficient basis can be found for concluding that 
the unreported property is either inherent in the references examples, or that obtaining 
the claimed copolymer would result from an obvious modification.
